Prosecutor Ray T. Miller, who last 
week began a renewed and thor- 
ough probe into the murder of for- 
mer Councilman William E. Pot- 
ter, today startled court attaches 
with the declaration that "I- am 
convinced that Solly Hart was one 
of the triggermen in the Potter 
murder." 


The statement came after Mark 


Houston, 18. a leading witness in 
the trial of Hyman Martla. for tin 
murder repudiated his previous o- 
fidavit -which said he saw a man 
resembling Hart enter the Park- 
wood Drive murder apartment a 
few days before the murder. 


The Prosecutor declared 
that 


"not withstanding Houston's repu- 
diation the investigation of Hart 
in connection with the Potter kill- 
ing will continue. We will spare 
nothing to get the truth." 


Hart, reputed gang lord, is being 


held in jail under 5123,000 bond on 
five felon charges.

across the sea, Akron, 500 miles 
from the nearest coast, today took 
on many of the aspects* of a sea- 
port with the christening of the 
Navy's new sky monster, the U. 
S. S. Akron, only two days away. 
j W-hite middled sailors were a f a- 
maliar sight as the city bedecked 
itself -with red, white 
and blue 


Hinting and prepared to welcome 
"* &' Herbert Hoover, wife of the 


sident, who on Saturday for- 


mally will christen the largest zep- 
pelin the world has ever known. 
They wtere members of the air- 
ship's crew. 


Today the great 
cigar-shaped 


battleship of the air was recog- 
nized by the Navy simply as ZRS- 
4, its technical designation. It will 
be cut loose from its mooring and 
launched formally on Saturday as 
tie first lady of the land releases 
a flock of racing pigeons and in- 
tones: 
"I christen thee TJ. S. S. 


Akron." 


TO BREAK BOTTLE

guration of a similar campaign 
against diphtheria. Within a com- 
paratively short period of time,.It. 
baa been estimated that diphtheria 
cases hav« declined from 4,370 to 
1,613. This Is a decrease of 63.6 per 
cent In five years. The number of 
deaths has declined from 337 to 144, 
a decrease of 51 per cent. 
The algnjficanca and value of an 


organized campaign is amply dem- 
onstrated by these results. Thirty- 
one cltlea having no anti-diphtheria 
campaigns, have an increase in the 
death rate from diphtheria. It Is 
boned that these organized cam- 
paigns against such preventable dis- 
eases as diphtheria, and In many 
Instances, tuberculosis, will result 
eventually in their complete eradica- 
tion. 
Tuberculosis still remains one of 
mankind's chief enemies. It Is par- 
ticularly the foe of youth, and its 
toll far exceeds that which modern 
medicine should permit 
As I see it we should encourage 
these movements against disease. 
They call attention to the serious- 
ness of neglect and the simplicity of 
prevention. The prospect of success 
is so great we can enter upon the 
work with enthusiasm.
